The preliminary report of | the 
Lytton Commission says: 

Since its arrival in the Far East 
the Commission investigated, gen- 
eral ‘conditions prevailing in Japan 
und’ China. It visited Tokyo, 
Shanghai, Hankow, Nanking, Tien- 
tsin, and Peking,. and arrived at 
Mukden' on April 21. It conferred 
with both Governments, interview- 
ed representatives .of many in- 
terested groups sind classes = in 
both countries and in Peking, re- 
presentatives of authorities we 

had been in charge of Manchutia 
prior to September 19, Since ar- 
viving at Mukden the Commission 
interviewed the Japanese Consul 
General and General Honjo. 

The League requested the’ Com- 
mission to submit, as soon ag pose 
sible, a preliminary report on the 
existing situation, insofar as it 
affects the: fulfilment by China and 
Japan of the undertakings embodi- 
eid in the resnlution of September 
30 and December 10, these under- 
takings being: 

The Japanese to continue, | ps 
rapidly ‘as possi‘te, the withdrawal 
of treops into the railway zone, in 
proportion to the safety of lives 
and property of Japanese nationals, | 
_ That the Chinese Government 
will assume the responsibility for 
the safety of the lives and proparty 
of Japanese nationals outside that 
zone as the Japanese withdraw. 

<That both Governments will take 
the necessary steps to prevent the! 
extension of the scope of incident 
und aggravation of the situation. 

The Commission is not yet in a 
position Lo submit full’ information 
on these points, but as the Council 
is awaiting an early report on the 
existing situation, the following 
information has been transmitted. 

Information .regurding the mili- 
tary situntion in Manchuria’ has 
deen provided by the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities in referring to 
Japanese troups and other forces 
co-operating with them and relating 
to the. forces opposed to them. In- 
formation regarding the latter has 
algo been obtained from Chinese 
sources. 


Peace and Order. 

It will be noted. that in the 
classification adopted, a new fea-

’ The Spring Exhibition of ple- 
tures at Mesars. Komor & Komor's 
is an annual evant to which all 
patrons of art in Hong Kong look 
forward, for one can always be 
‘sure of finding among the numer- 
ous exhibits pictures of high merit 
and beauty priced, at figures with- 
in the reach of all. 

There could’ be no more harmoni- 
ous setting for an exhibition than 
that provided by the exotic interior 
of Messrs. Komor & Xomor'’s es- 
tablishment in York Building (next 
to Messrs. Kelly & Walsh), with 
its heautiful gold lacquer, temple 
Buddhas, and the exquisite curios 
and objets d’art which Mr.. Komor 
senior has ‘spent years in collect- 
ing. 

Over four hundred pictures are 
on view, and each one ‘a work of 
art, notable for its warm and sen- 
sitive colouring and fine draughts- 
manship. Land and seascapes and 
country scenes predominate in the 
collection, which gives the visitor 
the sensation that he is viewing 
natural scenery, instead of an ar- 
tist's impression of it.
